PROLIFICACY DISTRIBUTION OF WHITE A convenient fiction often helps 
WIVES, 1919-1921 AND 1929-1931 to portray the implications of 

the current demographic situa- 
tion. The experience, during a year, or other short period, of the 
population in each age of life can be regarded as that of a single 
cohort traced from birth through all ages. Thus, the life table sum- 
marizes the mortality of all ages duringa short period as if it were 
that of a cohort passing through life. Similarly, the net reproduc- 
tion rate shows how two female generations would differ in size if 
the fertility and mortality schedules of the base period were those 
of a cohort traced from birth to the end of the childbearing period. 
The relation of current vital rates to the prolificacy distribution 
of married women has been shown by an analogous procedure in an un- 
published study from the Scripps Foundation for Research in Popula- 
tion Problems by P. K. Whelpton and Nelle E. Jackson, which was read 
at the last meeting of the American Statistical Association. 








The analysis gives the percentage distribution of wives by total 
number of children borne that would arise if the specific rates of 
marital fertility, mortality, marriage, and divorce of the white pop- 
ulation in the registration areas in 1919-1921 and 1929-1931 were 
those of cohorts traced from birth to the end of the childbearing pe- 
riod. The distributions are shown on the front cover and in the upper 
part of the accompanying table. They show that more of the 1929-1931 
group would remain childless than would bear a total of one, or two, 
or any larger number of children. The proportion of childless wives 
would be nearly twice as high as that in a similar cohort having the 
experience of the years 1919-1921. The ten-year period brought little 
change in the proportion of such cohorts bearing one child, anda 
slight increase in that bearing two children. On the other hand, the 
proportion of wives bearing 3and4children declined by about 12 and 
24 per cent, respectively, and those bearing more children by from 28 
to 37 per cent. The average number of births per wife declined from 
3.3 for the 1919-1921 cohort to 2.6 for that of 1929-1931, a drop of 
7 births for every 10 wives. The actual decline probably was even 
greater because during the interval several states withhigh fertility 
were added to the registration area. Important factors contributing 
to the downward trend were the restriction of immigration and the A- 
mericanization of the pre-War immigrants. 


The analysis represents acombination, extension, and refinement 
of methods developed by Lotka and Burks. (Lotka, Alfred J. Sterility 
in American marriages. Proceedings of the National Academy of Science 
14(1):99-109. Jan., 1928. Burks, Barbara S. A statistical method 
for estimating the distribution of sizes of completed fraternities in 
a population represented by arandom sampling of individuals. Journal 
of the American Statistical Association 28(184):388-394.

"In brief, multiplying the number of women inalife-table population 
by age-specific rates for legitimate first births, second births, 
third. births, etc., adding each series of products, and obtaining the 
differences between the successive totals, give the number of wives 
having one birth, two births, three births, etc. Dividing each of 
these values by the total number of women in the life table dying 
married, widowed, or divorced gives the percentage of wives having 
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one birth, two births, etc. Subtracting the sum of those values from 
100 gives the percentage childless." 


The latter proportion has been obtained by following the essen- 
tials of the method developed by Lotka in analyzing data for 1920. 
However, a number of important refinements have been introduced. 
These include adjustment for the underregistration of births and for 
the misstatement of legitimacy and birth order, reference to 1919- 
1921 instead of to 1920, andadifferent method of estimating the pro- 
portion married at each age. The results, therefore, differ substan- 
tially from those of the earlier analysis. 


Two factors account in part for the large proportion of childless 
and small families shown in the chart and upper section of the table. 
First, some marriages are broken by death or divorce before the end 
of the childbearing period. Second, some women do not marry until 
after the end of the childbearing period. Lotka measured the impor- 
tance of the former. Whelpton and Jackson have developed a method 
that takes account also of the latter. The effect of eliminating the 
influence of both factors may be seen in the lower section of the ta- 
ble. It gives the prolificacy distributions for marriages contracted 
before the bride was 45 and remaining unbroken to the end of the 
childbearing period. Broken marriages and those occurring after age 
45 were more important in the earlier than in the later period, but 
in both periods they account fora substantial proportion of the wives 
remaining childless.

The authors! estimate of the accuracy of their results is particu- 
ularly important because the computations involved extensive adjust-— 
ment for inaccuracies in the basic data. It is their judgment that: 
(1) "...the actual percentages of infertile wives under the conditions 
of the base years is within 3.0 and probably within 2.0o0f the values 
shown... This maximum difference is small absolutely, but large rela- 
tively, especially in comparison with 5.4, the per cent as of 1919-21 
for unbroken marriages with bride under 45." (2) Similarly, the pro- 
portions of all wives fertile are probably accurate to within 3.0. 
"This maximum difference of 3.0 is small both absolutely and relative-— 
ly. It is believed to be distributed more or less proportionally 
among the various fertile birth orders, and to be less than 5 per 
cent, possibly less than 3 per cent at any order under 10." 








It should be borne in mind that the prolificacy table gives a 
static description of a dynamic situation. There is no actual cohort 
whose life-time reproductive performance will be the same as that of 
the synthetic cohort built from the experience of all wives during a 
short base period. One reason is that the fertility of wives in the 
base period is not independent of their fertility in other years that 
does not enter into the table. Whelpton and Jackson point out that 
in a period like the present century, during which contraception is 
being rapidly accepted, first—birth rates may fall partly because of 
an increase in the proportion of wives that remains childless and 
partly because of an increasing interval between marriage and first 
birth. Only the former factor would affect the proportion of child- 
less wives in an actual cohort, but both factors would affect that 
shown by the prolificacy table. 


Nevertheless, the prolificacy table does bring outimportant inm- 
plications of the current vital rates. It is a notable contribution 
to the demographer's analytical equipment. The paper summarized is 
preliminary to similar analyses for individual states, which will be 
published soon. 


POPULATION TRENDS Interest in the approach of stationary or declin- 
IN INDIA ing populations in the industrialized West has 
drawn attention from the fact that perhaps two-— 
thirds of the world's people still live in nonindustrialized areas 
where population growth is controlled primarily by disease, famine, 
and other catastrophes. The general outlines of the situation are 
probably clearer in India than in any other nonindustrialized Asiatic 
country. 





Between 1600 and 1931 the population grew from about 100 million 
to 353 million in the British Provinces and the Indian States. The 
increase between 1881 and 1931 appears to have been about 89 million, 
or 35 per cent, if boundary changes and the improvement of the cen- 
suses are taken into account. The percentage increase ranged from 
10.6 for the United Provinces to 79.2 for Assam and 292.5 for Burma. 
The decade 1921-1931 was generally free from pestilence and famine 
with the result that the population increased by nearly 11 per cent, 
the most rapid decennial growth at least since 1881. 


Both the birth and death rates are high and fluctuate widely 
from area to area and year toyear depending on the incidence of epi- 
demics and of famines or severe undernutrition involved incrop fail- 
ures. Incomplete and inaccurate data yield birth rates for five-year 
periods from 1921 to 1935 of 32 to 35, death rates of 23 to 26, and 
infant mortality rates of 170 to 182. The net reproduction rate, com- 
puted from estimates of age-specific fertility, is 1.33. Sarkar be- 
lieves that the trend of both fertility and mortality is downward. 
However, the life tables, based on admittedly defective data, show 
little change in mortality. The expectation of life at birth at ten- 
year intervals from 1881 to 1931 has varied between 22 (1911) and 27 
(1931) for both males and females. 





Several predictions of the future trend of population growth 
have been made, but the basic data are so inadequate that such fore- 
































casts must be regarded as very rough approximations. Indian students 
generally anticipate a continuation or even an acceleration of the 
rapid growth of the decade 1921-1931. The age composition is favor— 
able to such growth. The development of health movements and the in- 
creasing control of epidemics and famines are likely to reduce the 
death rate, and the spread of contraception cannot be expected to 
have much effect on the birth rate in the near future. A continuation 
of the 1921-1931 rate of growth would result in a population of 468 
million by 1960. 


The core of India's population problem lies in the nature of the 
agrarian economy rather than in the density of the population per se. 
In 1931, 66.4 per cent of the working population was engaged in agri- 
culture, and perhaps 73 per cent of the population was directly depen- 
dent on that industry. In this primitive economy, lessefficient than 
that of either China or Japan, existence itself depends on the annual 
productivity of the soil. There seems little question but that the 
present population is more than can be supported adequately even in 
normal years. Although there has been no widespread famine since the 
beginning of the twentieth century, the majority of the people live 
on the verge of starvation. The Ganges Valley illustrates the serious 
maladjustment of people to resources and the imminence of death as 
the ultimate check to population expansion. Mukerjee describes the 
situation thus: 


"The Ganges Valley, which is the most densely peopled area 
on the surface of the earth, supports a population of a little 
less than 100 millions, or nearly one-twentieth of the popula- 
tion of the world. In some portions the rural density, rising 
to 3000 to the square mile, represents the highest record of ag-— 
gregation of man. This vast expanse of unenclosed cultivation 
thronged with multitudes may be divided into distinct agricultur- 
al regions, characterized by special features in cropping, irri- 
gation and farm practices and bearing different population capac- 
ities. The amount and seasonal distribution of rainfall and soil 
fertility here not only govern agriculture and food supply, but 
also the health and density of population. In fact the popula- 
tion has by natural increase reached in some areas the linit of 
their resources, soasto render sridity and irrigation the limit— 
ing factors in determining the density and growth of population... 
Having by multiplication reached the subsistence level in rela- 
tion to soil, water supply and crops, the population tends to be 
either stationary or restored to the equilibrium density automat— 
ically in the same manner as insects and animals... In no area of 
the world can the ecological control of human population be so 
vividly illustrated by census, agricultural and vital statistics, 
tabulated by natural regions..." 





Indian demographers, although still concerned over the precise 
definition of the optimum population, are beginning todevelop region- 
al analyses of the actual situation and practical suggestions for 
alleviating pressure. The planned development of internal and inter- 
national migration as a method of economic improvement is being stud- 
ied. There is a general belief that fertility must be controlled if 
any ameliorative measures are to secure permanent improvement in the 
level of living. The differential fertility of religious and econom- 











ic groups is receiving increasing attention. The possibilities of 
further industrialization and capital formation are being discussed. 
However, it is feared that the immediate effects of agrarian improve- 
ment, industtialization, education, improved medical facilities, and 
other desired reforms may be an intensification of pressure, since 
death rates will fall earlier and more rapidly than birth rates.

NEW COMPILATIONS OF Another Apergu de la démographie des divers 
POPULATION STATISTICS pays du monde has just been published by the 

Permanent Office of the International Statis-— 
tical Institute. The last previous edition appeared in 1931. The pre- 
sent volume covers the years 1929-1936 with summary data for earlier 
years and a few figures for 1937. There are 433 pages of statistical 
data. The price is 8 florins. 


In addition to the detailed tables of ordinary population and 
vital statistics, there are data on illiteracy, religious affiliation, 
juridical nationality, language, and physical and mental defect. 
Large sections are devoted to life-table functions, deaths by cause, 
and measures of fertility. Demographic gourmets will appreciate the 
gross and net reproduction rates, death rates of life-table popula- 
tions, annual numbers of newly married persons per1,000 marriageables 
15 years of age and over by previous marital status, and the number 
of celibates remaining at five-year age intervals from a radix of 
10,000 at age 15. 


For more recent data, the demographer should consult the Statis— 
tical Year-book of the League of Nations, 1938/39, which also has 
just been published. As usual the Index has drawn heavily on this 
source for the annual summary of its international statistical tables. 
The presentation of the summary in this issue was made possible by 
“the generosity of the Economic Intelligence Service of the League in 


furnishing advance proofs of its tables. 





The demographic section of the Year—book contains many excellent 
innovations. There are now two tables giving the distribution of pop- 
ulation by age and sex; one showing five-year age groups and the oth- 
er presenting broad functional groups. Im addition to the complete 
expectation of life, there is now also a table of the survival func— 
tion (1_) at selected ages. The time coverage of the birth and death 
rates has been increased, but that of the marriage rates has been 
somewhat reduced. The table listing gross and net reproduction rates 
has been greatly enlarged. 


Both of these volumes will be useful references for the student 
of population. They will be abstracted in the October Index. 
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DEMOGRAPHIC EXHIBIT AT 
NEW YORK WORLD'S FAIR 


An unusually interesting exhibit on demog- 
raphy has been prepared for the New York 
World's Fair with the collaboration of the 
Population Association of America. It is located in the Hall of Man, 
the focal exhibit of the Medicine and Public Health Building. The 
Hall was made possible through the generous assistance of eight large 
life insurance companies and the Carnegie Corporation of New York. 
Dr. Louis I. Dublin headed the executive committee that dealt with 
medicine and public health; and Dr. Haven Emerson was chairman of the 
subcommittee on demography, which included members of the Association, 
of other societies, and of the statistical organizations of a number 
of private and public agencies. 








The Demographic Exhibit illustrates some of the typical charac— 
teristics of the population of the United States and particularly 
some of the fundamental principles of population change. Floor maps 
or mechanically operated models depict the relative population density 
of the states, the distribution and origin of our foreign-born, past 
rates of growth by states, present growth of the total American popu- 
lation, implications of contemporary mortality and fertility sched- 
ules, and the aging of our population. For example, one model shows 
how changes in the age composition of the population affect the birth 
and death rates; how the birth rate has diminished in the past, is 
still declining, and will continue to decline for some tine to come; 
and how at the same time, the death rate has fallen in the past, but 
is bound in future years to rise, because of the aging of the popula- 
tion. 


The exhibit was designed, along the broad lines suggested by the 
committee, and scale models were prepared at the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company under the direct supervision of Dr. Alfred J. Lotka, 
then President of the Population Association. In addition to its ma- 
jor contribution to this exhibit the Metropolitan has its own display, 
several items of which deal with vital statistics. Many of the for- 
eign countries also have displays showing the growth and characteris— 
tics of their populations. 


JOINT MEETING At the summer meetings of the American Association 





WITH A.A.A.S. for the Advancement of Science, held in Milwaukee, 
IN MILWAUKEE June 19-24, the Population Association of America 

joined with Section K in sponsoring a symposium on

",,.there are implicit in the current 
drastic shift from rapid expansion to 
cessation of population growth, serious 
structural maladjustments which can be 
avoided or mitigated only if economic 
policies, appropriate to the changed 
situation, are applied." The author ana- 
lyzes the roles in capital formation of 
population growth, the opening up of new 
territory and the discovery of new re- 
Sources, and the technical innovations, 
and hence indirectly their influence upon 
cyclical rhythms and the fullness of em- 
ployment.

Taxation, government spend- 
ing, etc., are discussed as problems in 
the transition incident to a decline in 
population growth and its impact on cap-— 
ital formation and the workability of a 
system of free enterprise.
